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Auditorium Project 
Is Given Approval 





Presidential approval has been given’ proposed construction 
of the Chaffey auditorium, final action looking to the actual 
construction depending upon allocation of funds. 

“" Los Angeles office of the P. W. A. advised Chaffey officials 
that President Franklin D. Roosevelt had approved the pro)- 


ect but that actual work could not; 


be started until Congres appro- 
priated additional money and un- 
til a sufficient amount was allocat- 
ed to the local project. 

While the approval by President 
Roosevelt brings to fulfillment a 
long-awaited action and consider- 
able local gratification officials 
must still wait for further devel- 
opments. 

Local voters approved construc- 
tion of the auditorium as a PWA 
project last fall. Bonds totaling 
$195,000 are to be issued by the 
Chaffey district when the actual 
money for its share of the cost is 
alloted by PWA. Chaffey district 
will provide 55 per cent, or $195,- 
000, of the total cost. The PWA 
ig scheduled to pay 45 per cent 
of the total, which amount is 
$185,000. 

“We will not sell the bonds un- 
til the PWA actually provides its 
share of the cost,” President Gar- 
diner W. Spring of Chaffey junior 
college, said today. “Those bonds 
will not be touched until there is 
absolutely no question about the 
auditorium being constructed.” 

He further emphasized that the 
auditorium will not be built until 
there is definite assurance the 
project will be completed without 
any more than 55 per cent of the 
total cost being borne by the Chaf- 
fey district. The total cost in- 
cludes the actual censtruction and 
the furnishings. 

One of the measures now before 
the recently convened Congress is 
appropriation of funds for addi- 
tional public works. If the money 
is appropriated it is then up to 
the interior department to allocate 
the money to various projects. 

Confidence has been expressed 
that it will be only a matter of 
time until all the preliminaries will 
have been completed and actual 
work can be started on the proj- 
ect.

TOTAL {3 $7,084 


All Firms Serving This Dis- 
trict Required to Pay 
Local Fee 











Business firms serving this dis- 
trict paid the city of Upland dur- 
ing 1936 the sum of $7084.50 in 
business licenses, this being more 
than $1000 over the 1935 license 
collections. 

With the start of the new year 
all out-of-town firms serving the 
local stores and the general public 
received statements. All local 
firms will soon be contacted for 
their business licenses. Collections 
so far this month are in keeping 
with the January receipts of 1935. 
First month of each year is al- 
ways a big month for the city li- 
cense department. Collections are 
made by the police department, E. 
C. Mehl, chief of police and city 
clerk, also being the license col- 
lector. 

Ninety per cent of the firms pay 
an annual fee of $20. Contractors 
are required to pay a $30 annual 
fee. In some cases the business 
license here is less than $20, some 
of the smaller tirms and profes- 
sional men being assessed under 
$20. 

The business license plan was 
originally started to provide funds 
to maintain police protection in 
the business district at night.
